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Minutes of the Thirty-Eighth Convention 


Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod 


of Ohio and Other States. 


Pursuant to the call of the Honorable President, the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States met in 
its thirty-eighth convention, the sixth time as a delegate body, 
in the Evangelical Lutheran Churches at Columbus, Ohio, on the 
23rd of August, 1906, at 10 A. M. The sessions were held in 
the Trinity Lutheran Church, Rev. C. C. Hein, pastor. The 
Honorable President, C. H. L. Schuette, D. D., preached the 
Synodical Sermon on Jer. 23, 28, after which the Synod was 
formally opened by him. The roll call showed 77 delegates — 45 
clerical and 24 lay-delegates; 8 teachers, 31 advisory, 69 guests 
present — total 146. The voting members are distributed among 
the different. districts as follows:

Lutheran body ever since the day of its organization; 
during the first decades of its existence the confessional basis upon 
which the body had in good faith planted itself was neither wholly 
understood nor strictly lived up to in all its bearings, so that in reality 
rank unionism held sway. However, in the course of time a fuller com- 
prehension of the truth made its way in the minds of some; and by 
patient teaching coupled with mild discipline the body finally extricated 
itself from the mazes of error it had unwittingly strayed into; and this, 
too, without permitting itself to be led into the opposite extremes of 
radicalism, whether in doctrine or in practice.

“One is your 
Master, even Christ; and all ye are brethren,” such is the one great 
rule observed wherever we may meet to consult and to labor together.

at the feet of this venerable teacher; a few years hence, and the last 
of them shall have closed the book of this life and gone to his rest; 
but until the day that hour shall be tolled, let the name of Lehmann 
be held in grateful remembrance and in audible esteem by all that 
survive. 


The mind and mood of an educator impress themselves more or 
less upon the mentality and soul-life of the persons he educates. In 
these as in his alumni he may then be said to go out into the world, 
there to extend his influence upon his fellowmen, be it for their weal or 
for their woe. Proverbially, like priest, like people; and the truth under 
lying this saying implies, as our schools are such are our pupils likely 
to be — the pupils, note well, from which the membership first of our 
congregations and then of our Synod is recruited. If such is the case, 
and who would doubt it, then it follows that Christian education should 
constitute the very gist of all our synodical activity. Needful, and 
acceptable to our Lord, as it may be that ample provision be made for 
widows and orphans, for the aged and the poor, the sick and helpless, 
in short, for the distressed of every description, it must nevertheless be 
our first concern, since it is the highest and holiest committed to us as 
a synod, to establish and maintain schools for the education of Christian 
fathers and mothers, pastors and teachers. I here emphasize this fact, 
and would impress it upon the minds of such among our laity who are 
ever ready to come to the relief of the bodily afflicted, but who close 
their hearts and hands when called upon to support the church's institutions 
of learning. These last are the fostering source of all true charities; 
so that, were our schools to fall into decay, the charitable institutions 
built upon them must of necessity share in the collapse. 

On every Lord’s day and in all the parishes throughout the bounds 
of Synod, prayers and intercessions are uttered in behalf of the educa- 
tional institutions under their auspices and care; year in and year out 
they commend them to the Lord whom they are to serve, fervently 
beseeching Him to “make them nurseries of useful knowledge and of 
Christian virtues and morals.” Whether by design or without, a more 
concise and yet complete definition of what Christian schools are meant 
to be and should aim to accomplish, could not be given. Useful knowl- 
edge, Christian virtue—and which of these we are to make choice of 
as the chief thing, neither Scripture nor experience leave us in doubt; 
for it is written that “godliness is profitable unto all things, having 
promise of the life that now is, and of that which is to come.” 1 Tim. 4, 
8. See also 1 Cor., chapt. 12, and 13, 1-2. 

As a matter of fact, in Christian culture knowledge and virtue 
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intertwine, like the woof and warp in some fine texture; nevertheless, 
they are distinguishable, — even separable, as may be seen in the training 
the secular school furnishes. And when distinguished, especially with a 
view of establishing some preferment between the two, then is the 
question of their comparative merit upon us, and a cleancut decision is 
imperatively called for. And right here let me say that whosoever would 
place knowledge above virtue, opposes himself to the plain will of God, 
as shown above; and more, such an one denies to the church-school 
its right of existence, inasmuch as godliness is the very lifeblood of 
the education given in aur schools from the lowest grade on up to the 
highest, and beyond. 

And since godly wisdom, or knowledge and virtue proportionately 
commingled, constitutes the very foundation stone of all our educational 
establishments and is their one great end and aim, then whence comes 
and whither must lead, the inordinate strain and press for knowledge, 
knowledge, and again for knowledge; and this, too, regardless of how 
the soul may fare? To commend itself to the people of our day and 
generation, it is only necessary for an institution to offer a most thorough 
course for the highest and widest intellectual attainment within the 
reach of man, and its success is assured — doubly assured, if the spoon 
and funnel are displayed as its badge or button. Smart little boys 
and accomplished little girls, fathers and mothers want their children 
to be; citizens of keen intellectuality and of useful handicraft is what 
the state is after; whilst in the churches nothing less than men of titled 
learning can answer the bill; and thus, whether for family, state or 
church, the school is expected to furnish the article. Vainglory, lust 
of power and suppression, money making, love of ease and pleasure, 
animate the minds of men and are become a common passion. This 
explains the cry for knowledge, which by the people of the world is 
blindly held to be a cure-all of every evil, a rectifier of every wrong, 
and a power creative of all that is worth having. Alas, that Christians 
have become distrustful of the true wisdom taught them 1 Tim. 6, 6-10, 
and are falling into these wordly ways of thinking! 

True, schools are to be what their name implies, dispensaries of 
useful knowledge ; but, as we have seen, to be Christian schools, they must 
first of all be nurseries of godly virtue; in other words, living instru- 
ments of instruction and of discipline; institutions, therefore, which, 
whatever other good purpose they may serve besides, shall nurture unto 
health and strength the man of God within every pupil placed in course. 

To this the objection might be raised, as indeed it has been, that 
the making of Christians of men cannot be the legitimate end and aim 
of our schools, inasmuch as we have a right to assume that those attend 
ing them are already Christians; and moreover, that this must apply 
with special force to our seminaries, since only Christian young men 
offer themselves for the ministry or for service in our parish schools. 
But this is taking a very superficial view of the matter; for admitting 
that the assumption may be entirely correct, the conclusion drawn, or 
meant to be drawn, is most assuredly a false one and perniciously mis— 
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the newborn man stands in need of constant caretaking and nurture; 
and this need neither the family nor the ministry can supply in adequate 
measure; and most emphatically not during the days and years the 
youth is placed in tutelage with masters and teachers. During this 
time of life, therefore, we must look to our schools to establish with 
grace and in grace the hearts of those entrusted to them for training; 
and with this end kept constantly in view, the word and truth of God 
must be given full sway as the ome and only true educating power 
under heaven. “All Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correttion, for instruction in 
righteousness: that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works.” 2 Tim. 3, 16. Profitable for doctrine and 
mark well—for reproof, etc.; and it should be applied accordingly ; 
that is to say, as a book of instruction and as a means of grace. When 
and where this is done, then and there have we Christian schools worthy 
of the name, let their grade be otherwise classified as high or as low. 

Little if any extra time is required to effect both, instruction and 
education by one and the same act. To accomplish this, it is but necessary 
that the teacher, whilst imparting knowledge, impress upon the minds of 
the scholars the lessons involved in the facts and truths he sets forth — 
always presupposing, that the instructor is himself a godly man, intent 
upon edifying, and fully aware of his responsibility. 

From this it is evident that, unless the divine truth contained in 
or underlying the lore acquired be turned into life within the souls of 
those that are taught, all teaching and learning are a waste of time 
and effort. Spiritual edification is the prime object of the Bible and of 
the Catechism in the instruction given at church and in school; the 
strengthening and safeguarding of faith is the prime object of dogmatics, 
symbolics, catechetics, and of other such studies in our seminaries; 
a purer, stronger and more active love is the prime object of ethics, 
homiletics, and the like—and schools failing to serve these ends had 
better be closed. 76

In writing the foregoing paragraph, I have endeavored to keep 
in view church-schools of all grades; since in my opinion the differences 
existing between congregational schools, Sunday-Schools, Christian acade- 
mies, normals, colleges, and theological seminaries, are ultimately dif- 
ferences only in degree. I have expressed myself on Christian education 
in general; and not to pass criticism upon existing institutions, high or 
low. In proof that this last is not the case, I would here state that I 
have publicly given utterances to the opinions advanced above in years 
long past, at one time when the present building at Woodville was 
dedicated, and at another when a brother was installed as theological 
professor at Hickory, N. C. Howbeit, I shall rejoice if anything I have 
said proves itself of use to one or the other of our pastors and teachers. 

And now may the Lord our God take into His loving care all 
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our schools and institutions, increase them in number and in efficiency 
as nurseries of useful knowledge and of Christian virtues and morals. 
Amen! | 


PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 
A. Our Educational Institutions. 


1. To the several items brought to your attention by the Boards 
supervising our schools, I have none other to add. Whatever I may 
have to say on the subjects presented, I reserve for the time these shall 
be taken up for discussion. 

2. An excellent faculty has been secured for the reopening of our 
Normal at Woodville. The men and the cause have a just claim upon 
the co-operation of every member of the Synod they serve; supporting 
it with our prayers, let us further the work each one as best he can. 

3. Three Districts, the Washington and Oregon, the Kansas and 
Nebraska, and the Wisconsin, request your Honorable Body to take into 
favorable consideration the establishment in their midst of schools auxil- 
iary to our existing institutions. Whereas I have in part suggested this 
movement, I herewith indorse the petitions. My reasons, briefly stated, 
are: first, these outlying districts should and would furnish candidates 
for service in both our schools and churches; but, secondly, parents 
cannot be expected to send their sons and daughters, while these are 
in their early teens, hundreds or thousands of miles away from home to 
attend the schools of Synod as these are now located; and lastly, the 
expense of opening up and maintaining the schools asked for, need not 
be great. Modest beginnings would suffice for the present; their future 
may be prayerfully left to the Lord. 


B. Institutions of Beneficence. 


1. Orphans’ Homes. In our endeavor to solve the problems this 
subject gives rise to, it is my opinion that we should be guided by the 
following principles, and then enforce such rules as may be required 
to reduce them to practice. 

Fir’ by virtue of their baptism the children in our congregations 
have to ail int-ats and purposes become the wards of these congrega- 
tions; hence & is the bounden duty of the latter to see to it that, when 
orphaned, such children be well cared for. Secondly, since the family 
is the divinely appointed nursery for the child, in families our orphans 
should be placed. Hence, thirdly, the rule: when a child is deprived of 
parental care, the congregation where it belongs should put forth every 
effort to have it entered as a member of some family in its midst; fail- 
ing in this, the child may be sent to one or the other of our orphanages, 
with the expressed understanding and request, however, that the latter 
find a home for it in some Christian family at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. Adopting and rigidly enforcing these rules, I believe that our 
orphans’ home questions will in the course of time work out their own 
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solution. What we do need as a Synod, and even more than homes for 
healthy children, is, an asylum for such unfortunates among the children 
of our Church, as can not be housed with families. 

As regards the erection of a new building at Richmond, or the 
reconstruction of the old, my advice is that we make haste slowly. 

2. Board of Aids. The majority of our districts favor the retention 
of our present system, at least in its essentials. However, in view of 
the confused ideas extant about it, the subject should be thoroughly 
ventilated, and the plan improved wherever and as best it can be. 


C. Missions. 


1. Home. Never before in the history of Synod have appeals for 
men and means been so many and so pressing as they were during the 
past two years; and great advances have been made in this branch of 
our work. The needs of the hour call for special effort; let us look 
to the Lord of the harvest, confident that He will strengthen our hands 
to do His pleasure. 

2. Foreign. I here append a translation of the action taken by 
Hermannsburg in response to the wishes expressed by your Honorable 
Body two years ago, to the effect that some steps might be taken looking 
to the establishment of foreign mission work under our own supervision. 

“a. The Executive Committee expresses its joy at the action taken 
“by the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States, and whereby said body 
“has declared itself willing to continue its support of the Hermannsburg 
“Mission. 

“b. The Hermannsburg Board of Supervision declares itself willing 
“to surrender (überlassen) to the Ohio Synod certain stations in some 
“sphere admitting of extension, and where the latter body may carry on 
“mission work of its own. As regards a prospective branching off “(of 
“such stations for independent work)” the missionary executive cannot 
“at present make any binding promises; in case the Ohio Synod should 
“in time to come desire to carry on the work independently, the terms of 
“surrender must be left to the future. 

“c. The management of the stations in question, and the disposi- 
“tion of the moneys sent in by the Ohio Synod, remain in the hands of 
“the Hermannsburg Mission. 

“d. The Hermannsburg Directory is ready annually to report to 
the Ohio Synod on the state of things in said stations, and in the mission 
“field generally; as also to report to Synod any important measures and 
“resolutions the Directory may have passed. 

“e. We are willing to grant representation to the Ohio Synod in 
“our Missionary Committee to the extent the terms of our constitution 
“admit thereof.” 

Explanatory notes accompany these propositions, and may be read 
pending their discussion. 

Some of our brethren have expressed the wish, that the relation 
ot Hermannsburg to the State Church be once more taken up for con- 
sideration; and I hope that their request will be granted. 


> 
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A representative of Hermannsburg in the person of H. Harms 
missionary from India, is expected to attend this meeting. He will no 
doubt be welcome to all.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS, THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


VENERABLE AND Betovep BretHren : — It is with great pleasure that 
your Board presents to your honorable body its biennial report concern- 
ing its work and the beneficent achievement of our seminary. 

By the grace of God our beloved professors labored with diligence, 
fidelity and success in the various departments assigned them. Also our 
highly esteemed Dr. Loy felt strong enough to deliver several lectures 
to our students during the first term of 1904. 

In the school year of 1904-05 there were 33 students, and in the 
past year of 1905-06 there were 35. Altogether 20 young men graduated 
from our Seminary in these two years, 5 in the first year and 15 in the 

last. 

Two extra and four regular sessions were held by your Board. At 
the first regular meeting it became apparent, that the newly elected mem- 
bers of the Board had not been officially notified of their election, and 
that some of them remained ignorant thereof until the secretary of the 
Board advised them of their election shortly before the first meeting of 
the Board. We, therefore, beg your honorable body to give instruction, 
that in the future all newly elected members of the different boards of 
our Synod be notified in writing of their election by the secretary of 
Joint Synod. At this meeting Mr. C. F. Meyer, Columbus, Ohio, was 
re-elected as member of the Board of Trustees of Capital University. At 


the regular meeting of December 5, 1905, Mr. J. J. Schwartz, Columbus, 


Ohio, was likewise re-elected to the same office. 

During the extra session, March 7, 1905, your Board was officially 
notified of the demise of its honored member, Rev. E. G. Tressel, who 
for a number of years had rendered faithful service as a member of

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To commemorate the 75th anniversary of our school of prophets 
the Board resolved to issue a brief history of our Seminary in pamphlet 
form.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, 
COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Dran BretHren:— With gratitude to God who has so graciously 
preserved and blessed our Institution again during the past two years, 
we herewith submit our report to your honorable body. 


IJ. Professors. 


Our professors, in general, have enjoyed good health and have been 
enabled without interruption, to carry on their work, with the exception 
' of our venerable Dr. M. Loy, who is still incapacitated for work, though 
even he, to our great joy, has been enabled to deliver a lecture to our 
students now and then. Rev. J. C. Schacht, pastor of Christ Church 
in the immediate vicinity of the Institution, who has several classes in 
our Institution, lay sick with a fever, but by the help of God he has 
again been fully restored. In this connection I might be allowed also 
to call attention to the departure of the former President of our Board, 
the Rev. E. G. Tressel, whom God called, between Christmas and New 
Years, 1904-1905, to his heavenly rest. 

Prof. K. Hemminghaus, who for 18 years so acceptably served 
our Institution as “Professor of Latin and History,” accepted a second, 
urgent call as Director of the Teachers’ Seminary, Woodville, Ohio, 
and the Rev. R. V. Schmitt, of Marion, Ind., was called to the vacant 
chair with the title of “Professor of the Classical Languages and His- 
tory.” He will enter upon his duties, September next. Prof. E. Pfeiffer, 
who had also received a call from Grace Church, Columbus, declined 
the same, at our advice and request. 

Resolved, That we fix the salary of the Professor of Classical Lan- 
guages [Schmitt] and History at $800 per annum the first year, $900 the 
second year, and $1,000 the third year, subject to any change of Joint 
Synod, and that we petition Joint Synod to authorize an increase of the 
salaries of other professors according to time of service. 


11. Students. 


Since the last synodical convention the number of our students 
has steadily increased, so that for the last scholastic year, including 
the seminary and preparatory departments, we are able to report 163 
students in attendance; some of these however will enter the ministry 
and others will drop out from time to time, so that there will still be 
room; and our President, as also the brethren generally must seek to 
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gain new students. In general, the students have enjoyed good health, 
but there have been cases of sickness also. Now and then, there were 
individual cases that called for severe discipline, but the conduct of the 
students generally was satisfactory. 


ill, President and Housefather. 


In the course of time, guided by our experience, we have come to 
the conclusion that one and the same man cannot at the same time 
fulfill the duties of the presidency and the housefathership, as we had 
arranged, and that justice may be done to our President and in the 
interest of discipline among the students, we would propose to your 
honorable body the following: 

a. That your honorable body authorize us to separate the office 
of house-father from that of president, and that you propose to us for 
adoption some other, better arrangement; and 

b. That in the interest of discipline all pastors and congrega- 
tions be requested by your honorable body to dismiss their students 
to one or the other of our congregations at Columbus, or at least to 
put them under the supervision of the respective pastors there. 

In this connection allow us to declare to the brethren, that we 
cannot exercise the same supervision over students rooming outside 
cour Institution as we can over those who are under our own roof. 


IV. Degrees. 


In the year 1905 three students who graduated in our Institution, 
and a former student, who discontinued his studies here on account of 
sickness and took another year’s course in the University of Colorado, 
were granted the degree of A. B.; and in 1906, 14 received the degree 
of A. B., and one that of B. Sc. Professor-elect, the Rev. R. V. Schmitt, 
A. B., and Rev. J. Mittermaier of Mapleton, Minn, who had submitted 
work to the Faculty for examination, and who were recommended for 
the grade by the Faculty, received the degree of A. M., in recognition 
of their acquirements and their work. 


V. Improvements in the Course. 


When possible we would always improve our course. At our re- 
cent meeting the Board appointed a committee to suggest and carry out 
improvements looking to the elevation of our English course. 

Instructions in oratory are now given at our Institution also, by 
Prof. Fox of the Columbus School of Oratory. 

Arrangements have also been made whereby students so desiring, 
may receive instructions in music, stenography and type-writing. 

Exerrise in the gymnasium is made obligatory upon all students. 


Vi. Auditorium and Gymnasium. 


_ Finally, by the grace of God, the faithful labors of the President of 
our Institution, Dr. Schuh, have been crowned with success; a well 
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arranged building —an avditorium and gymnasium — has been erecied: 
and what an advantage it has been to us, was seen on different occa- 
sions, especially at the commencement exercises of this year. Even a 
good pipe organ, the gift of a former student, Rev. G. A. Bierdemann, 
D. D., has been installed. Although there is still room for the com- 
pletion or installation of various desirable accessories, the building itself 
as it is, serves its purpose. By the time Synod will be convened it is 
expected that the subscriptions will have beer collected and the cost 
all paid. 
Vil. Finances. 


Assistant Treasurer, Prof. G. Kfi Leonard, will report concerning 
the finances of the Institution and will indicate the sum it will be neccs- 
sary for your honorable body to appropriate for the next two years. 

Under this head the Board would respectfully petition your hon- 
orable body to authorize an increase of the salaries of professors, ac- 
cording to their time of service. 


Vill. Miscellaneous. 


a. An arrangement has been made by the Board, whereby young 
students may be received into the preparatory department aiter their 
confirmation, after the Easter vacation, and may have a sort of trial. 
No charges will be made for tuition or room rent during the time: It 
is hoped thus to gain students and to prepare them for entrance into 
their respective classes, in September following. 

b. The worthy President of the Institution has been successful in 
some cases, in interesting people of means in our work to the extent 
that they agree to undertake the support of some indigent student. 
Perhaps others may be found who will do likewise. © 

c. We would also call the attention of your honorable hody to a 
rule according to which, strictly construed, a professor can be elected only 
by a three-fourths vote of all members of the Board, which rule may 
make an election impossible at times; for it is seldom that every mem- 
ber of the Board is present. We would request your honorable body 
to so change the rule, as to make it say that three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of the Board must be present, and three-fourths of those present, 
shall be necessary for an election.

The new professor will soon enter upon his duties as teacher of 
the classical languages. 


3. We are glad to note the fact that the number of students 


in all departments of Capital University was 163, which is a 


decided increase over that of former years. 


4. Resolved, That also in future one and the same person 
fulfill the duties of the presidency and housefathership, but in 
such a way, that the field-work be restricted. : 


Be it furthermore Resolved, That all of our pastors and 
teachers assist the President in soliciting for new students. 


5. Resolved, That in the interest of discipline all pastors 
and congregations be requested by Synod to dismiss their stu- 
dents to one or the other of our congregations in Columbus, or 
at least to put them under the supervision of the respective pastors 
there. 

6. We rejoice that some of our brethren found time for 
and delight in literary work. May their M. A. degree spurn them 
on to renewed and conscientious study. 

7. We are glad to learn that the Board appointed a com- 
mittee to carry out improvements looking to the elevation of 
our English course. 

We regret that existing conditions have made it necessary 
to limit the German language as a medium of instruction to 
catechism, Biblical history, sacred history and universal history. 
We desire that our students be given greater opportunities in the 
practical use of the German language. 

8. Auditorium. We rejoice that by the grace of God and 
faithful labor of the President a well arranged auditorium has 
been erected, free of debt, and in compliance with the instructions 
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of Synod. A vote of thdnks is herewith given to Rev. G. A. 
Bierdemann, D. D., for the gift of a good pipe organ. 

9. We approve of the new arrangement made by the Board 
pertaining to the tuition of new students after Easter vacation, 
and move that the same privilege be given new students in all 
of our educational institutions. 

10. We rejoice that the President has been successful in 
interesting some well-to-do people to support a few indigent 
students, not only in part, but entirely. May their example influ- 
ence others to do likewise. 

11. We recommend that the rule regulating the election of 
professors be changed as desired by the Board.

ltem 4. Regarding this item it was suggested that perhaps 
the best arrangement that could be made would be to unite the

of a pastor if he were to exercise the discipline necessary in an 
institution. 

Respecting the real point at issue, it was stated that the du- 
ties of a housefather is a stupendous task when we consider the 
different ages of students and that it requires of him that he 
should be constantly at the institution. This, of course, would 
leave little time for field work to a man acting as President at the 
same time. 

To this it was replied, that the intention of the resolution 
of Synod six years ago, was to emphasize the duties of the house- 
fathership. This does not exclude him from making occasional 
trips to advertise our institution and to secure students. Nor 
should it be overlooked that the present arrangement in many 
Districts of a beneficiary system is very helpful in securing stu- 
dents. The duties of a President in our institution are not the 
same as in other public institutions, since all our pastors are 
agents in securing students. The only normal condition is that 
the presidency and housefathership should be united in the same 
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1 person, who is to exercise supervision over the faculty as well as 
3 the students. Item 4 adopted. 

7 Item 5 adopted. It was resolved that the institution be held 
5 to carry out this resolution faithfully. 

Items 6 and 7 adopted. To item 7, the explanation was 
given, that the importance of the German language has always 
4 been emphasized by the Board and faculty. 

Items 8-10 adopied. 
1 Item 11 was lost.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LUTHER SEMINARY, 
ST PAUL, MINN. 


In the name of the Board of our Luther Seminary at St. Paul, Minn. 
the undersigned begs leave to submit the following report: 

By the grace of God, which is every morning new. His work among 
us during the past two years enjoyed His blessing, so that this Insti- 
tution was able to serve the purpose for which it was established. The 
vacancy, caused by the death of Prof. W. Witte, has been filled by 
calling in his place Rev. W. Fiebke. 

By calling Rev. H. Doermann as second theological professor, a long- 
felt want has been supplied. Both men have already familiarized them- 
selves with their work and have fully justified the confidence placed in 
them. 

We humbly thank God that also during the past two years He has 
blessed our older professors, H. Ernst, D. D., and W. Schmidt, with 
health so that they were enabled to perform their work with their usual 
vigor. 

The number of students in our Institution has been increased con- 
siderably during the last two years. From 1904-1905 the total number 
was 59; of these six entered the ministry after having passed a creditable 


examination. During the year 1905-1906 the total number of students was. 


61, seven of whom were permitted to enter the ministry. The spirit 
and deportment of the students in general were satisfactory, likewise 


the state of their health, with the exception of a few cases of slight in- 


disposition. 

Caused by the rapid growth and the vast expansion of our field in 
the West, especially in the last two years, quite a number of students 
had to be sent into different congregations and mission fields as temporary 
supplies. 

While on the one hand we are bound to gratefully acknowledge 
the willingness of the students to render assistance, we on the other hand 
regret the injury accruing to the students from an interruption of their 
studies. We therefore recommend that every case calling for a temporary 
supply be carefully examined by the faculty, and that the desired help 
be granted only after the necessity of the same has been established. 

The need of a professor's dwelling near the institution is felt more 
and more. But since the sum appropriated for that purpose is not suf- 
ficient to erect a suitable building, we ask the honorable Synod to in- 
crease the appropriation for this purpose. 

We also request the honorable Synod to reconsider the resolution 


of 1904, according to which Prof. H. Doermann is to be both professor 


and missionary, and to regulate the salary question accordingly. 
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Being convinced that it is difficult for some of the professors to live 


on the salary which they are receiving at present, we recommend that 


the salary list be revised. 

The necessary repairs were made, and the institution accordingly is 
in a good condition. 

Finally, we desire to call the attention of the Synod to the fact that 
the time of service of Rev. H. Eisenbach and of Messrs. Burkhardt and 
Wier has expired.

We would herewith remind the secretaries of all 
boards that it is their duty to submit their reports, both in English 
and German, and to send them in to the General President four 
weeks prior to the convention of Joint Synod.

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NORMAL SCHOOL, WOODVILLE, O. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD'OF THE TEACHERS’ SEMINARY, 
WOODVILLE, OHIO. 


To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


In submitting this report, the undersigned, President of the Board 
of our Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville, Ohio, feels that at this par- 
ticular time there is special reason for rejoicing and thanksgiving. Our 
institution has passed through a prolonged season of discouragement 
and sore trial, but the Lord has in mercy finally filled our mouth with 
laughter and our tongue with singing. 

During the past two years your Board held 18 sessions. September 
6, 1904, an organization was effected as follows: Chairman, Pastor J. 
Vollmar; Secretary, Teacher J. Stumpf; Treasurer, Prof. Theiss. 

Whereas Joint Synod at its meeting at Fremont, Ohio, (1904), 
resolved, that if under existing circumstances the Faculty and the Board 
should deem it advisable to discontinue work at the institution for the 
time being and to employ the instructors in some other field, this action 
would be ratified: at the earnest request of the newly elected Director; 
Pastor A. H. Dornbirer, and because your Board considered it abso- 


lutely impossible to operate the school without a Director in charge, the 


four remaining students were provided for at our Capital University, 
Columbus, Ohio, and the doors of the Woodville Seminary were tem- 
porarily closed. | 

Little did we think that this would mean an interim of two years, 
and no one in Synod laments this fact more than the Board. That 
Pastor Dornbirer eventually saw fit to decline the call to the directorship, 
and that a second call extended to him also proved of none effect, are 
facts well known to you all. After consuming a whole year in issuing 
various calls which were invariably returned to us, your Board finally 
succeeded in securing a Director in the person of Prof. K. Hemming- 
haus of Columbus, Ohio, in whom we have full confidence that under 
his wise leadership our Teachers’ Seminary will again flourish. | 
Since, however, the Board of the Capital University resolved to 


grant Prof. Hemminghaus a peaceable dismissal only on the condition that 


he continue his work at the University until the close of the school 
year 1905-06, it was impossible for us to open the Teachers’ Seminary 
September 1, 1905, or even January 1, 1906. 

In addition to the difficulties experienced in filling the directorship, 
we were called upon to act on the resignation of Profs. Theiss and Gauff. 
These resignations were handed in September 24, 1904 and after careful 
deliberation were accepted by the Board October 19, 1904. 


* 
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The Board considers itself fortunate in securing Teacher O. Trapp, 
of Detroit, Mich. as Professor of Music, and Prof. C. Robinson, of 
Hilliards, Ohio, as Professor of Mathematics and Sciences. Both gentle- 
men are ready to begin work with the new school year. Now that our 
Seminary is about to be reopened, may the Lord move the hearts of 
many young people to enter the institution, and may He grant unto our 
professors strong faith and abundant courage in their difficult work. 

A number of improvements end repairs on the Seminary property 
have been made. In order the better to accommodate the Director and 
his family, we have added a study to the Director's home and installed 
a hot-air furnace. New floors have been laid in the halls and auditorium 
of the Seminary building; the woodwork has been painted; the outside 
stairways and sidewalks have been replaced by new ones; the boiler of 
the heating plant has been thoroughly repaired, etc. The Treasurer's 
report, enclosed herewith, will show the cost of repairs. 

During the past two years the Board suffered the loss of one 
member by death, namely Mr. C. Sanders of Gibsonburg, Ohio. Rev. 
H. Sutter, Galion, Ohio, resigned on account of sickness in his family. 
Teacher J. Stumpf, Ft. Wayne, Ind., also resigned. With the approval 
of the honorable president of Joint Synod, the Board elected Mr. H. 
Fuhrmeyer, of Gibsonburg, Ohio, Rev. P. Langendorff, of Woodville, 
Ohio, and Teacher C. Schaub, of Sandusky, Ohio, to fill these vacancies 
until Synod shall have made proper provision. Attention is also called 
to the fact that Rev. J. Vollmar’s term of office has expired, as also that 
of Rev. D. Ebert. 

Your Board would ask Synod to take action on the following im- 
portant items :— 


IJ. Whereas there is an imperative need of at least two or three 
pianos and one or two organs at our Seminary, the Board urgently re- 
quests Synod to make a special appropriation for the purchase of said. 
instruments. 

2. We renew the recommendation, that Synod assume the indebt- 
edness of $5,800.00 still resting upon the Seminary building. Synod, 
we think, has heeded the requests of our other institutions along this. 
line, and we can see no reason why the Woodville Seminary should not 
receive the same treatment. 

3. We recommend that the salary of the Director be raised to 
$1,200.00, and that of the two prcfessors to $1,000.00 each. Conditions 
have largely changed, since the original salaries were fixed. We have 
called our new professors away from positions paying a better salary 
‘than we are offering. Certainly Synod should not expect our men to 
make this sacrifice. Moreover, we encourage our congregations not to 
be meager but rather liberal in the support of their pastors and teachers, 
should not the Joint Synod set the good example and support its pro- 
fessors according to their needs? 

4. We earnestly recommend the establishment of a fourth professor- 
chip at Woodville. The demands made upon our instructors today are 
more exactirg than ever. It is the aim of our Seminary to furnish a 
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scientific education, equal to that of an ordinary city high school and 
to keep pace with the Normal school‘in pedagogical training. It is well 
nigh impossible for three instructors to do justice to this enormous 
work; hence this request for a fourth professor, if our Seminary is to 
flourish. 

5. Your Board asks for a decision of the question, whether it would 
not be advisabie to change the English name of our_institution to “Nor- 
mal School,” retaining the name in German as heretofore. 

6. Your Board would respectfully ask Synod to instruct the Hon. 
Treasurer of Joint Synod to pay to the Teachers’ Seminary $100.00 to 
be applied to the Library. This sum was voted by Synod for this pur- 
pose, but not paid during the last two years. 

May the Lord whom our institution has served im the past and 
whose work it will perform in the future be merciful unto us and bless 
our Seminary unto the well-being of many generations of young Luther- 
ans to come. May He lead our Lutheran parents, pastors and teachers 
to understand the necessity of a truly Chtistian education for their 
children and to act in accordance therewith. . 

In conclusion may God's choicest blessing rest upon the delibera- 
tions of this meeting of Synod.

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ST. PAUL’S ACADEMY, HICKORY, N. C. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. 
To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


At the last meeting of Joint Synod, your Board was instructed to 
sell the property we have at Hickory. Accordingly we placed the prop- 
erty in the hands of a real estate agent who has advertised it for 
sale. As yet, no one has offered what we consider the property worth. 

During these two years we have continued the Academy with an 
attendance of 37. Fourteen of these were from churches of our own 
Synod. The age of the scholars ranges from 13 to 18 years. 

We have had the assurance of a much better attendance if we 
could have promised that the school would be continued permanently. 
But this we could not do, as the property was offered for sale and we 
did not know but that we might have to close the school any time. 
Young men did not want to begin a course with such uncertainty 
staring them in the face. Neither could our brethren in the ministry 
encourage parents to send their boys to a school which was known 
to be only a temporary affair. Consequently the school received no 
assistance from our own ministers. 

In view of this discouraging situation, we consider the attendance 
for- the past two years as good as could have been expected. 

In the meantime, since the last meeting of Synod, a great change 
has taken place in the South, especially in the Piedmont region where 
our charges are located. 

Northern capitalists have located in North Carolina. Large cotton 
mills dot the whole district. Furniture factories and others are draw- 
ing people to the towns. Instead of our people emigrating elsewhere 
in search of work, there is an immigration to our Southern country. 

Cotton and other products are bringing three and four times the 
‘prices they did five years ago. 

In consequence there is everywhere a revival of industry. Many 
towns have doubled within the last few years. 

Hickory to-day is comparatively a new town. 

Our church has an opportunity in the South as she has never had 
before. 

Other Synods realize the new situation and have entered the field 
and taken up the work with an energy and push in harmony with the 
spirit of enterprise everywhere manifest. 

The question with us just now is, shall we abandon the field to 
others, or shall we go to work with renewed energy for the preservation 
and extension of our Church in the South? 

This question will be determined by the action of Joint Synod with

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reference to our school at Hickory; therein rests our life or death in 
the South.

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The committee’s report was amended to read: Resolved, 
That the Concordia District, in conjunction with the General 
President, be authorized to reopen the Seminary at Hickory, 

Synod was moved to take this step inasmuch as conditions 
have greatly changed since this Seminary was closed. There is 
prosperity on all sides, new industries and factories are springing 
up everywhere. Other Synods are cognizant of the opportunities 
offered here and if this field is not to be lost to us, then no time 
must be lost in preparing ourselves for more thorough and pro- 
gressive work in the South. The best means to this end is to 
reopen the Seminary. This should be done with the intention 
of making it permanent and not in a half-hearted way. , 

Following discussion, the amended motion was adopted.

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OTHER INSTITUTIONS OF LEARNING. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


We recommend that Synod establish an institution of learn- 
ing in the Washington District, and thus make a beginning in 
granting the petitions of three District Synods. 

We believe that the Washington District needs the school 
most of all on account of the great distance from the Synodical 
center and especially on account of the rivalry caused by other 
Lutheran bodies in the same field. We recommend that $2,000.00 


be appropriated for this purpose, 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


This subject evoked a lengthy discussion. It was claimed 
that the very existence of the Washington District depends upon 
such action, if we are not eventually to lose the field. The great 
distance of our Washington District from our present institu- 
tions of learning makes this imperative. Experience has clearly 
proved that pastors coming from the East will eventually return 
to their former homes, so that it becomes necessary to secure 
young men whose homes are in the West if the work is to be 
prosecuted with success. Moreover, it is next to impossible to 
persuade young men to come East to our institutions of learning 
and parents are loath to give their consent to this step. The 
fact that in the past 20 years we have secured only one student 
from the Washington District for Columbus and three for St. 
Paul, proves this. It was further claimed that such an institution 
would increase and stimulate an interest in our people for synod- 
ical work, and as a consequence, greatly increase their contribu- 
tions, so that Synod would not be greatly burdened by this step. 

As it was not yet clear what the character of this institution 
should be, whether an Academy or a Practical Seminary, the mat- 
ter was referred to the Washington District for further dis- 
cussion and the following resolution was adopted: Resolved, 
That this matter be placed in the hands of the Washington Dis- 
trict and the General President, and that we declare ourselves 
ready to appropriate $2,000.00 for this purpose. | 
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WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME 


The Board of the Wernle Orphans’ Home herewith respectfully 
submits to the honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States the fol- 
lowing report of the past two years. 

We begin this report with the words of the prophet: “It is of the 
Lord’s mercies that we are not consumed, because his compassions fail 
not. They are new every morning: great is thy faithfulness.” For God's 
goodness and faithfulness, His almighty protection and blessing has again 
ruled over our Orphans’ Home, has protected us against fire, storm, 
and other great harm and misfortune, and has bountifully provided for 
our great and manifold needs through the benevolence of our Christians; 
and if the Lord should ask us to-day: “Lacked ye any thing?” we would 
have to answer: “Lord, nothing.” For this praise and thanksgiving be 
to Him! 

Of course, various cares and visitations were not wanting. Already 
two years ago we had to report to your honorable synod, that the position 
of housefather in our institution was vacant. To fill this position calls 
had to be sent repeatedly. Finally Rev. Mohrhoff accepted our vocation, 
and on the Ist of February, 1905, entered upon the duties of his office. 
However, already in the month of May of the same year, he asked to be 
dismissed, since the nervous condition of his wife could not endure the 
life in a public institution. We granted his request. Now our faithful 
God gave us a supply for this position, which it was so difficult to fill, in 
thé person of Rev. A. Klopfer and wife. Our Orphans’ Home is now well 
provided for. They conduct their office with great aptness and com- 
mendable faithfulness; and our orphan children receive from them a 
parental love that is consecrated and sanctified by faith. They were in- 
stalled in their office on September 3, 1905, by the undersigned, assisted 
by Rev. J. Beck. 

We have now 62 orphans, 30 boys and 82 girls. The number from 
the different states is as follows: Ohio, 44, Indiana 7, Illinois 2, Wis- 
consin 4, Iowa 3, Minnesota 1, Pennsylvania 1. Of these, 18 are full 
orphans, and 40 half orphans, and of 4 both parents are living. In the 
last two years 30-children were received; 7 were given back to relatives, 
and 2 died. Fourteen are employed outside of the home. Since the 
founding of the institution 439 children were received. Two of our 


_ orphan boys, Arthur Behrens and Martin Kuehn, are studying in Colum- 


bus; the former is a sophomore, but at the opening of our teachers’ 
seminary in Woodville, he expects to enter there; the latter is in the 
preparatory department and intends to study theology. At present the 
personnel of the Orphans’ Home is 73 in number. 
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The health condition of the institution was, thanks to God, gener- 
ally good. As already stated above, two deaths occurred. Anna Hawk, 
18 years old, died March 30, 1906, of consumption; and on June 21, 1906, 
Herbert Mott died of inflammation of the bowels. Also Minna Hawk 
had to be operated upon twice on account of abscess on her arm, and 
as a result of that was confined to the hospital at Richmond for a 
period of 40 days. We also felt constrained to send Willie Erdmann, 
5 years of age, who is afflicted with epilepsy, to the institution for epilep- 
tics at Gallipolis, Ohio. According to last reports he is improving, and 


there is hope of a complete recovery. May God grant it! 


Our school suffered a deplorable loss through the resignation of 
teacher Wiechert. The resignation was tendered me on July 15, 1906. 
As yet no steps have been taken to fill this vacancy. We succeeded in 
securing a second teacher, Martha Hennings, who successfully fills the 
position of teacher in the second class, and she also devotes herself to 
the children in the evening during study hours. During its last session, 
the Joint Synod, indeed, resolved that the housefather should give a 
part of the instruction in the school, but the board very soon discovered 
that this resolution could not be practically carried out. We hope, there- 
fore, that your honorable Synod will approve the calling of this second 
teacher. Fifty children attend the school. Of these 32 are in the upper, 
and 18 in the lower class. Four of these are from the outside. The 
school house was also newly painted, and was provided with new seats, 
blackboards, and other school utensils. The debt on the school build- 
ing has been reduced to $200.00. 

Also during the past two years various repairs had to be made in 
the home building, and with more or less expense, we have remedied 
the worst conditions; but now we feel constrained to come before your 
honorable Synod with a petition for a new building. The Synod will 
recognize the great necessity of carrying this project into effect very 
soon, by considering the following. As is well known this institution 
was erected already in the year 1852, and as may well be expected, every- 
where traces of age and collapse begin to appear. Already 6 years ago 
we were obliged to place a number of iron pillars in the basement, in 
order to support the floors of the upper stories, which were beginning 
to give way. Likewise the roof had to be supported with anchor and 
iron rods. Fifty-one new stone window caps had to be put in, since 
the walls above the windows began to crack and were threatening to 
fall in. Also the window sash will not hold the panes any more, nor 
the doors, the locks, etc. a 

Again, it must be considered, that in the present building it is 
simply impossible to offer our orphans’ parents such rooms as will satisfy 
the most modest demands for comfort and cleanliness. Our heating 
apparatus, laundry rooms, bathing equipment, kitchen, etc,, are of the 
most primitive sort. Now if these, in part crying needs, are to be re- 
moved, and the necessary room is to be provided, men qualified to 
judge are of the opinion, that it can not be done better and cheaper 
than by the erection of a new building. We are aware, of course, that 
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7 
your honorable Synod can not agree to the erection of such a building 
ithout the consent of the various districts, and we therefore request 
t this urgent matter be presented to them for an early decision. If 
we remember that for a period of 25 years our Orphans’ Home has, by 
its abundant receipts, assisted the other institutions of our Synod, our 
petition ought to be granted. We have taken the pains to count up the 
money contributed for the Orphans’ Home during the past 2 years: it 

is the neat sum of $25,973.00. 

In regard to the financial condition of the institution, the reports 
of the treasurer and financial secretary will give all the necessary in- 
formation. The entire amount of legacies is now $9,154.58. And most 
respectfully we ask the question, whether we as a board have the right 
to purchase real estate with this money. 0 

In the management of the farm we have made a change. Since 
our present housefather is not a latin but a practical farmer, we have 
placed the management of the farm entirely in his hands. Mr. Atzinger 
zgreed to this, and the two are working together in perfect harmony. 
Our gardening we have given up again for sufficient reasons, and our 
endeavor is now to raise as much as possible for our own house- 
keeping, so that in time it will not be necessary to make such great 
demands upon the benevolence of Synod. At present we have stock as 
tollows: 4 horses, 5 cows, 22 hogs, 5 calves and poultry. This vear 
the farm and vegetable garden are promising. We have 16 acres in corn, 
12 in wheat, 11 in oats, 10 in grass, 4 in potatoes, and 4 in other garden 
products. 

In order to give our friends an opportunity to spend a day with 
our orphans, we have celebrated orphan festivals also in the past two 
years. The participation in these festivals on the part of our neighbor- 
ing congregations was good, and we do not doubt that these festivals 
have aroused new interest for our orphanage work, and by the grace of 
God have been the cause of rich blessings. The receipts at these festi- 
vals amounted to $1,606.58. From the report of the treasurer it will 
appear how this money was used. 

Inasmuch as Rev. J. C. Schacht resigned his membership in the 
board soon after the meeting of last Joint Synod, Rev. M. L. Baum was 
elected in his place with the consent of the general president. And since 
the Joint Synod at its last meeting elected two instead of three members 
to the Orphans’ Home Board, we felt obliged to correct this oversight 
and we elected Mr. J. Rosilius of West Alexandria, Ohio, also with the 
consent of the general president. We request Synod to aprove these 
elections. 

Finally, it is to be reported yet that the time of Mr. F. Rogge, 
Mr. E. Schlingmann, as also of the undersigned, as members of the 
board has expired. May in future also the charity of our Orphans’ 
Home be acceptable to our faithful God.

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED 
BY SYNOD. 


1. -As to the care of Orphans. This matter was referred 
by Synod to the various Districts at its last meeting for further 
delibesation, and from their discussions we learn that Synod is 
of the opinion, that it is best to place orphans in Christian homes, 
but that under existing conditions orphanages are also necessary.

3. With gratitude we acknowledge the benign protection 
of Almighty God over our institutions in the past two years. 

4. We also give expression to our joy that the office of the 
housefather has been so admirably filled. 

5. Concerning the new building or rebuilding in Rich- 
mond, we must acknowledge the necessity of the same, and, 
therefore, move that the petition of the Board be referred to the 
various Districts for discussion. 

6. We move that the Board of Directors of the Orphans’

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 
To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Reverend AND Dear Breruren:— Sorrowfully, but not without 
comfort, we report the death of the chief founder and benefactor of our 
institution, Mr. G. D. Simen, of Allegheny, Pa. To his generosity our 
Home principally owes its existence. May God, who never leaves a 
good work undequitted, reward him in eternity for what he did in the 
interest of the homeless aged! May He raise up others to follow his 
example in the work of Christian benevolence! 

During the past two years we received two men and five women. 
Two men and three women have died. Among those, who according 
to God’s paternal providence were called to their true home above, was 
also Rey. Molthan, pastor emeritus. Long before he was received into 
our home, he was an object of helplessness and suffering. With great 
selfdenial and patience our Deaconesses and his fellow inmates cared for 
and nursed him, who had become more helpless than a child, until God 
took him unto Himself. His aged widow is still with us, and in great 
weakness awaits her deliverance from the ills of time. 

At present we have 22 inmates; 10 men and 12 women. 

Six boys and two girls were received. Of these, four boys, after 
a temporary stay, were returned to their surviving fathers or mothers, 
and one girl was given into the care of a Christian family. - At present 
we have 8 children, for which, with a single exception, the surviving 
relatives or friends pay a stipulated sum weekly as boarding; usually 
$1.00 per week for each child. 

Unfostunately we were compelled to decline quite a number of 
applications for the reception of children, for want of room. It is not 
advisable to place a larger number of children in the same building with 
the old people. The project of erecting a separate building for children 
has hitherto failed because of the resolution of Joint Synod passed two 
years ago making it our duty to send to Richmond, Ind. all children 
whom we could not place in Christian families. The friends of our 
children’s home here in the East rightly judged, that if this resolution 
were to be carried into effect there would be no need of a children’s 
home here. But we are of the firm conviction that a children’s home for 
the eastern territory of our Synod is a crying necessity. If we propose 
to send the children offered to us to Richmond, they will simply not be 
given into our care, but be placed in institutions of the Missouri Synod, 
the Evangelicals, the Free Protestants or even the Roman Catholics. 
Why should we be compelled to send children to Richmond when they 
can be cared for just as well and just as cheaply at Mars? 
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We have now in the treasury for the children’s home $6,385.79. 
What is necessary above this amount, our friends here will cheerfully 
contribute so that the erection of the building shall not become burden- 
some to Synod. Therefore we ask Synod to rescind the resolution re- 
terred to (see minutes of Joint Synod, 1904, page 41) so that our work, 
which God has so signally blessed, may develop without hindrance. 
We do not wish to become burdensome to Synod, neither would we have 
Synod bind our hands. 

Up to this time we have gotten along without any special appropria- 
tion for the children’s home. But if the work is to increase and grow, 
as we hope and desire, there should also be an appropriation for this 
part of our work. During the iast two years we received from the 
general treasury an appropriation of $1,200.00 annually. Besides this, 
there were paid in the thanksgiving and other collections amounting to 
$1,235.90 for the two years. It might be advisable for all these collec- 
tions to flow into the general treasury, and for the Home to receive 
its whole support from this source, so far as it is not met by the entrance 
fees and the boarding money. In this case, of course, the appropriation 
would have to be correspondii gly increased. By the blessing of God 
we were well provided for, as will be seen from our financial report. 
We never suffered want, but, thanks to the economical management of 
our Sisters, neither did we allow any waste. 

Our most difficult problem nas been to provide the necessary help. 
Our Deaconesses have labored in their difficult calling with untiring 
energy and conscientious faithfulness. May God keep them in good 
courage, and raise up new recruits for the service of Christian beneyolence. 

The term of office of Rev. H. J. Schuh and Mr. G. D. Simen as 
members of the board has expired, and their succcessors should be chosen 
at this meeting. The unexpired term of Mr. G. D. Simen was filled by 
the board appointing Mr. H. Ahlers of Allegheny, Pa. 

May God in mercy prosper our work in the future as in the past!

and mission as he deems best. 

c) That he attend as many missionary festivals as his time 
and strength permit. 

d) That he write at least one article per month for each of 
our Synodical organs, Kirchenzeitung and Standard, thereby in- 
structing our pastors and people concerning the necessity and 
condition of our missionary work, and urge and encourage our 
people to contribute liberally to its support. 

e) That he report to our Missionary Board once each 
month, in person, when possible, per mail when it is not possible 
for him to meet with the Board. ) 

f) That we authorize our Board, in conjunction with the 
General President, to call a Missionary Superintendent and to 
pay a salary of $1,200 per annum and his traveling expenses. 

16. Having investigated Rev. G. M. Schmucker’s claim 
against the Missionary Board, as missionary in Canton, Ohio, be

Resolved, a) That we find that according to the amount 

guaranteed him, there was due him, at the end of the year 1895, 
the sum of $267.71. 

b) That Rev. Schmucker was at fault inasmuch as he did 
not promptly report the claim to the Board, which led the Board 
to declare the mission n self-supporting, without a knowledge of 
the claim.

Item 4, pertaining to the Canada mission field, was then 
adopted. Concerning this item it was stated, that the work there 
was not begun until a careful investigation of the situation had 
been made, all accusations to the contrary, as this matter has been 
elucidated again and again in our Church papers. 

Item 5 dopted. 
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Item 6 adopted, with the explanation that the mission field in 
Chehalis, Wash., was discontinued six years ago and that of 
Wilbur, Wash., had meantime become self-supporting. 

Items 7-12 adopted. 

Item 13 was adopted after a full explanation of the situation 
had been given. 
| Item 14 adopted. Respecting this item, it became evident 
from the discussion that the mission field in Canada is a very im- 
portant and promising one, and needs energetic prosecution. 
Places have been found where there are 30, 40 and 50 families 
ready to be organized into congregations, so that support in some 
places would be necessary only for a short time. We could 
scarcely answer for our neglect, if we fail to enter the door which 
the Lord has opened to us and push this work with zeal. It is 
hoped that our people will cheerfully respond with increased con- 
tributions, so that our Mission Board will be enabled to meet the 
demands made upon it. 

Item 15 after some deliberation was referred to the District 
Synods for further discussion and action. 

Item 16 adopted. 

Item 17. was lost. 

In this connection the following resolution was adopted:

REPORT OF BOARD OF COLORED MISSIONS. 


To the Honorable Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other 
States: 

Dan Breruren :—In preparing this report of our work for the past 
two years, we are reminded of the blessings which have accompanied our 
feeble efforts in a difficult work. Though we may not report a rapid 
progress, it has been a steady growth that has resulted from the labors 
of our missionary. The congregation in Baltimore under the care of

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The congregation has contributed toward its own expenses more 
than ever before, the offerings amounting to $300. In addition the church 
has been furnished with new pews and new carpet, without the assistance 
of the board. : 

We have kept the establishment of a parochial school in view, but 
our object has not been accomplished, owing to the lack of a suitable 
building. Our hope to begin the school this fall gives promise of success. 

At the meeting of Joint Synod at Fremorit, we were authorized to 
call a General Superintendent. We have repeatedly called -men, only to 
have the call returned. The Board sought the advice of our Home Mis- 
sion Board, of District Presidents and of the Faculties of our Seminaries 
at Columbus and St. Paul, and each recommendation was followed, but 
without success. It is the opinion of our Theological Faculty at Columbus, 
that a student ought not to be called. After repeated calls your Board 
has come to the conclusion that an older man can not be secured, and that 
a young man would be best fitted for this work.

JEWISH MISSIONS. 


REPORT OF JEWISH MISSION BOARD. 


To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio: Greetings: 


Dear BrerHren:— We, the undersigned, constituents of your 
Board for Jewish Mission Work, beg leave to submit the following bi- 
ennial report. The experience of the past two years confirms our faith 
in the mercy and faithfulness of God, and enables us to realize, more 
fully than ever before, the feebleness of human instruments in perform- 
ing the work of God. We all concede that all missionary work is 
diffevlt, ard in the field of mission work among the Israelites, these 
difficulties are multiplied and augmented to a serious degree. Here must 
be combatted, on the one hand, the Jew's intense hatred of Christ. and 
of Christianity, the distrust and bitterness of feeling against the Gentiles, 
engendered by centuries of deception and persecution, as also the com- 
plete ostracizing of the Jewish convert by all his kindred and people. 
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On the other hand, we must also reckon with the deep-rooted prejudice 
of the Gentiles against the Jews, as also a dislike for them which often 
assumes the proportions of intense hatred, and even among those to 
whom we look for the support of this work, is found a serious distrust 
and suspicion, the result of many disappointments, deceptions and deser- 
tions. 

In view of these difficulties it would seem a hopeless task to seek 
the conversion of Israel to Christ. But, after all, it is not a hopeless 
task. They who long, pray, and labor for the conversion of the Jews 
are sustained by well grounded hopes, resting upon the command and 
promises of God, and nourished by the blessings of God which attend 
our efforts in this our overripe harvest field. 

Immediately after the meeting of this Synod in Fremont, Ohio, 
(1904) your Board met and reorganized, electing Rev. O. S. Oglesby 
chairman, Rev. C. V. Sheatsley secretary, and Mr. Otto Meyer treasurer. 
We held monthly meetings during the past two years. From September, 
1904 till May, 1905, our only laborer in the field was Rev. A. R. Kul- 
dell, and the chief form of his work was that of a “postal mission,” 
the preparation and distribution of suitable missionary literature, and 
in addition, our missionary instructed a number of individuals, and 
preached frequently. An account of his work will be given below, in 
his own words. : 

In May, 1905, Rev. Kuldell called the attention of the Board to 
the possibility of securing a worthy and efficient assistant in this vast 
and difficult work, in the person ef Mr. John Legum, candidate of theol- 
ogy, who for one year pursued the study of theology in the Lutheran 
Seminary in Chicago, and by the teachers of which he was also well 
recommended. | 

In the Board the need of such an assistant was not questioned, 
and after due investigation, Candidate Legum was called as an assist- 
ant missionary, to work as an assistant of Rev. Kuldell, at a salary of 
$50.00 per month. Candidate Legum was ordained by the Eastern Dis- 
trict, during the convention in Baltimore, August, 1905. Soon after his 
ordination difficulties arose between him and Brother Kuldell, which, in 
spite of all our efforts to overcome, resulted in Brother Legum resign- 
ing and withdrawing from our Synod, which he did in June of the 
present year. In justice to Brother Legum, and defense of the action 
Rev. Legum. 

Pittsburgh, the Board paying one-half the rent, and Rev. Legum one- 
half. One room was furnished as a school room, where Rev. Legum 
met and instructed such Jews as were willing to be instructed, of which 
he always had a goodly number. He also ministered to the wants 
of many destitute and distressed, and gave advice to the confused and 
perplexed immigrant, thus doing that genuine mission work which, above 
all things else, gives access to the prejudiced heart, which work he faith- 
fully continued until his withdrawal from Synod. 
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In financial matters your Board had some very unpleasant experi- 
ences. In the beginning of the biennial period which we now close, we 
had the meat sum of $1,120.41 in the treasury. This sum, together with 
contributions to this fund, were deposited, by our treasurer, m the 
Enterprise National Bank in Allegheny, supposed to be one of the safest 
banks in “Greater Pittsburgh. In the autumn of 1905 this bank was 
completely wrecked by dishonest officials, involving $1,100.00 of our funds. 
Thus far we have not been able to recover one cent of this money, 
although we still have hopes of recovering a fair percent of it. Further 
information on this subject will be given by the treasurer in his appended 
report. 

In view of the urgent necessity for the earnest prosecution of the 
missionary work among the Jews, and in view of our knowledge of the 
needs of this work, we ask this honorable Synod to empower your Board 
to call a man as Jewish Missionary, who shall give his time and strength 
to this work exclusively, and to authorize the Board to pay him such a 
salary as will properly support him. 

We call attention to a vacancy in this Board, caused by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Chas. Eisenbach. 


Work Performed by our Jewish Missionary, Rev. A. R. Kuldell. 


Becovep BretHReN AND Farners:—If in any field of missionary 
effort modesty and faith are indispensible, it is especially so in the field 
of Jewish missions. We must be modest and humble when we speak 
of our efforts, and we must not forget to exercise faith when we look 
at results. We here present a summary of our work as follows: 

I. Dissemination of missionary literature. 

II. Personal testimony and instruction. 

I. Just as every well organized heathen mission appoints one or 
two men to give themselves entirely to the creation and dissemination 
of a missionary literature, so ought Jewish mission, at least the Jewish 
mission cause in this land, have one or two men to give themselves 
exclusively to the literary side of this work, which, in this land, is still 
in its infancy. As there was hardly one thing fit to give to the modern, 
intelligent English reading Jew, the writer felt called to make a trial 
in supplying this want. The following publications are now on hand, 
and are meeting with approval among Jews and Christians: viz. An 
Open Letter. 3rd Edition. Primitive Christianity and Reform Judaism. 
The Creedless Creed of Reformed Judaism. The Jewish Question and 
its Solution. The Atonement Day. Eine Unterredung über Christentum 
und Christus. The Jewish View. 6th Edition. 

Thus our work in this connection has hardly begun. Of course, 
such work cannot be done with the view of counting the converts, as 
little as a Bible or Tract e can guage its success by the converts 
it can count. 

II. Another phase of our activity is personal testimony, preaching 
and teachirg. In the winter of 1905 we had a family of eight souls, 


and a young man whom we prepared for baptism. They were all ‘bap- 
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tized by the undersigned. The young man left for the West, and as 
far as we have heard, he is faithful. The family of eight are still in 
our vicinity, and the mother, who has gone through many afflictions, 
told us recently she would not deny Christ if she starved on the street 
because of her faith. 

We also put a young man into a Christian family in a neighboring 
town, because he could have no Christian instruction as long as he re- 
mained with his people. We visited him at stated times, and instructed 
him, but he could not stay away from coaxing relations. He went 
back, but he took with him some knowledge of the Gospel which will 
bear fruit some day. During the winter of 1906 we instructed a widow 
and four. children, a man who was to marry her, and the Jewish wife 
of a Greek Catholic, or rather, atheist. During the summer we have 
been preaching the Gospel to large crowds of Jews under the dome of 
heaven. 


The Results. — — 


In speaking of our efforts we could not help but touch on the 
success and failures of such efforts. Here we want to emphasize that 
the late Jewish massacres in Russia have embittered the hearts of the 
Jews against the Gospel more than ever. This is the testimony of Jewish 
missionaries the world over. They attribute the fiendish deed to Him 
whose cross the human brutes were bearing. But in spite of this fact 
the writer has been able to preach, this summer, a pure Gospel to 
crowds of Jews who were as attentive as Christians in a church. This 
is a great privilege and a great success. Jewish missions are not home 
missions, or even foreign missions, they are Sui generis.” If we can 
get a hearing we are very happy. The rest we leave with the Lord. 
We count it success that many pastors and laymen, inside and outside 
of the Lutheran Church, have become interested enough in Israel's sal- 
vation to approach the Jews of their neighborhood with a personal testi- 
mony, and with missionary literatiife gotten from us. In this field of 
labor the latter method is ideal. Could we not bend our energies in 
the future towards the realization of this ideal? Why not every church 
evangelize the Jews of its own neighborhood? Get the weapons from 
the missionary arsenal, but let pastor and people fight the Lord's battles 
as they ought to do. 

Thus Synod has experienced that to bring the light of Christ into 
the darkness of Jewish infidelity, is a battle, and a bitter one at that; 
will we play the coward? The flesh says: “Yes.” But what says the 
spirit? Luke 9, 62.

1. We should not be forgetful of the great difficulties at- 
tending this work, and should not, therefore, expect early results. 
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2. We regret that Rev. Legum, whose work was so promis- 
ing, was so soon lost to us. 

3. We recommend that the Synod authorize the Board to 
call a man to give his entire time and strength to this work, and 
to pay him a salary adequate to his support, and that he be obli- 
gated to work under definite instruction from the Synod, and in 
full harmony with our doctrine and practice. 

4. We regret the loss of money entrusted to the bank, but in 
no wise censure the Boat.

Dear Breturen:— Your board on publication matters herewith 
submits its eleventh biennial report.

The editors 
are busy with their particular work, the Book Concern has its part to 
perform, and neither is authorized to undertake anything especial in 
the line of gaining new subscribers. A little effort has indeed been 
made each year before the holidays and has had some degree of ‘success. 
But we think much more should be done. Our subscription list ought 
to show no less than 10,000 readers. 

During the past two years $14,260.36 were received from subscribers, 
and $224.50 from advertisers, total $14,484.86. The expenses for the 
same period were $10,814.18, leaving a surplus of $3,670.68. We are not 
able to say anything concerning the expenses, as the single items are

The above report shows the business done at The Lutheran Book 
Concern for the past two years to be as follows: 

First — The cash value of the entire amount of business done from 
June 1, 1904, to June 1, 1906 is $227,386.50. 

Second — On this there was a net profit of $13,474.97. Of this 
profit $12,325.00 was used to pay off notes against the Concern. 

Third — The notes against the Concern, June 1, 1904, amounted to 
$31,771.58, and have been reduced to $19,446.58 on June 1, 1906. 

Fourth — Ten per cent of the net profits of the Concern for the 
past two years amounting to $1,347.00 has been placed to the credit of 
the fund for the German Professorship at Capital University, increasing 
this fund to $3,215.00, and making the entire indebtedness of the Con- 
cern for notes, bills and this fund amount to $23,768.58. 


REPORT OF THE MANAGER OF THE BOOK CONCERN. 
To the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States: 
BrerHren — Twenty-eight years ago the undersigned was appointed 
to take charge of the printing office which was established in 1878. With 
an humble beginning and a debt of about $800 just enough matstia’ in 
purchased to print the Lutheran Standard and Luth. Kirchenzeitung. In 
1881 the Book Concern was started in a small room in a building on 
- High Street in Columbus, Ohio, where the printing department had 
been for a little over two years. Mr. J. L. Trauger was elected manager 
of the entire Book Concern including the printing department. The 
Publication Board having no capital asked for $5.00 loans but only $85.00 
was received. The profits of the Concern was designated to go to the 
Institution Treasury. During the years 1881 to 1890 over $20,000 was so 
set aside and paid over. In fact in 1886 more was turned over by $19.00 
than was earned. | 
: This seriously crippled the Book Concern as the management was 
compelled to borrow money to run the businers. / In 1890, Synod resolved 
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to set aside $3,000 per year to begin a fund for the erection of a building 


. and the purchasing of a site for the Book Concern. 


In 1892 the building was erected and on January 18, 1893 the same 
was dedicated. The debt arising from the erection and furnishing this 
building was $60,412.77. For six years from 1898 to 1899 this debt in- 
creased to $81,730.97. This was partly due to the hard times and the 
fact that the output and income were not large enough to pay interest 
and running expenses. From 1899 to 1906 the debt was reduced from 
$81,730.97 to $23,768.58. Besides this there were $3,000 turned over to 
the Institutions and $3,215.00 placed to the credit of the German Pro- 


fessorship Fund. 


After having served Synod for 28 years, of which 14 years was 
spent in the capacity of printer, foreman and bookkeeper, 7 years as as- 
sistant manager and 7 years as manager, I herewith express my sin- 
cere appreciation and thanks for the confidence and the uniform courtesy 
shown me and will ask Synod not to consider my name in connection 
with the election as manager, as it is my desire to engage in the printing 
business after the expiration of my term on May 31, 1907. Circumstances 
are such that I cannot consider nor accept a re-election.

REPORT OF PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATION. 


1. Page 32, Sec. 4. Resolved, That in accordance with 
the recommendation of the Board and of the President of Joint 
Synod, Page 16, Sec. 4, we recommend: 

a) That a committee of five be appointed by the President 
of Joint Synod, to bring the texts of hymn books, liturgies, cate- 
chisms, etc., into harmony, both in our German and in our Eng- 
lish publications. 

b) That this committee be instructed to look after the pub- 


lishing of both the German and the English liturgies. 


2. Sec. 5. We recommend that the Publication Board be 
instructed to publish an edition of the catechism as recommended 
by the Board. 

3. Sec. 6. We express our gratification in view of the 
progress made, in the graded series of books for Sunday-schools 
and hope the work will be pushed to completion. 

4. Sec. 8. With satisfaction we call attention to the large 
number of publications issued during the past two years. 
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In this connection it was reported that the Board has taken 
steps to dispose of the dead stock that has been accumulating for 
years, 

Your committee recommends that the action of the Board be 
approved. We further recommend that the Board be again 
urged to repeat its efforts to get our publications, such as the 
almanacs and Sunday-school liturgies, issued at an earlier date. 

5. The reports of the Kirchengeitung and Standard show, 
that the Kirchengeitung has 6,795 subscribers, an increase of 
552 over two years ago, and a profit of $3,670.68; that the Stand- 
ard has 4,144 subscribers, an increase of 452 and a profit of 
$320.23. 

We express our gratification in view of the favorable report 
on both papers, and agree with the recommendations of the edi- 
tors, that a more general effort should be made, by pastors and 
people, to increase their circulation. 

6. In reference to the question of electing a managing 
editor, we recommend the appointment of a managing editor by 
the Publication Board, whose duty it shall be to expedite the 
publication and circulation of all our periodicals, books and lit- 
erature generally. 

The specific duties of such editor and his relation to the man- 
ager of the Book Concern, to be determined by the Board. 

7. Sec. 7. a) We recommend that Synod give the Board, in 
conjunction with the General President, the authority to sell on 
acceptable terms the publishing plant, excepting the realty and 
the Book Department, when a favorable opportunity presents it- 
self to do so. | 

b) We further recommend that the Board be given au- 
thority to erect a business block on our lot, in order that funds in 
our various treasuries may thus be safely invested. 

c) We recommend that the Publishing Board be author- 
ized to elect the manager of the Book Concern, and that By-Law 
3. g) of the Constitution of Joint Synod be changed accordingly. 

8. We recommend that a vote of thanks be given to Mr. 
F. J. Heer, manager of the Book Concern, for his long and faith- 
ful service to Synod. 

9. With regard to the request of the Western District, to 
consolidate the Child’s Paper and Little Missionary and publish 
the new paper oftener, we recommend that no change be made.

10. In regard to the inquiry of the Western District with 
reference to the manual to be prepared by Rev. E. A. Boehme, 
your committee begs leave to ask what progress has been made. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 
Item 1 a and b adopted. 


Item 2 adopted with the understanding, that in the next edi- 


tion of the English liturgy, the formula for confession be made 
to conform to the formula in the German Agende. — 


Items 3-6 adopted. In connection with item 6 pertaining to 


a managing editor, it was said that the fault does not lie at the 
door of the Publication Board or Book Concern that our publi- 
cations often appear too late, but is rather to be ascribed to the 
editors who fail to send in their manuscripts in time. It often 
happens, too, that editors become discouraged because of un- 
gracious criticism and resign, and the Book Concern is left in 
the lurch. The purpose of a managing editor is to expedite the 
work, extend circulation, push advertising, secure manuscript and 
send out publications on time. 

Item 7 a adopted. 

This item evoked considerable discussion. The intention of 
this proposition is simply to give the Publicaton Board the au- 
thority to sell and no more. There is no imperative necessity to 
take this step, in fact our Book Concern is in better standing than 
ever before. That which moved Synod to take this step is the 
complicated arrangement in the printing department, which even 
some members of the board admit that they are not able to under- 
stand — a responsibility which the board does not care to carry 
any longer. It was also affirmed, that in the present arrangement 
the profits derived from the plant are not in proportion with the 
capital invested and that Synod would fare better financially if she 
were to rent the building and submit our printing to bidders or 
begin a plant sufficiently large simply to do our own work. The 
opinion was also expressed by some that the Church has no call to 
engage in a general printing business. 

Item 7 b, regarding a business block on our lot. Two rea- 
sons were given for this step. First, we have no adequate room 
for our books, so that the business suffers in many ways; sec- 
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ondly, we have funds by endowments, legacies, etc., which should 
de safely and profitably invested, and no more advisable step 
could be taken than to invest moneys in a good, substantial busi- 
ness building, which would yield a fair profit. 7 b adopted. 

The following resolution was then offered and adopted: Re- 
solved, That the erection of the new building be placed in the 
hands of the Board of Administration and Publication Board. 

Item 7 c, regarding the proposed change of the constitution 
was adopted, and g of § 3 of By-Laws was stricken out, so that h 
and i become g and . | 

Items 8-10 adopted. 

In answer to item 10 it was said that no progress had been 
made, as it is not clear what the manual should contain. Since, 
however, it is desired that this manual should appear, Rev. E. A. 
Boehme was requested to prepare the same as soon as possible. 

The following propositions were then presented to Synod 
and adopted: 

As the committee charged with the publication of new edi- 
tions of the German Agende and the English Liturgy may adopt 
certain changes in the Order of Morning Service as proposed 
by the Publication Board, the Committee on the new English 
Hymnal with Music was authorized to bring the corresponding 
order in its publication into conformity with such changes. 

In view of the great importance of the work before us, the 
members of the Publication Board here present respectfully pe- 
tition Synod: 1) To increase the membership of the Board (from 
eight to nine) by the addition of a layman to be elected for six 
years; 2) To elect by acclamation Mr. W. C. Windisch, of De- 
troit, Mich., who as practical printer and binder has rendered 
the Board faithful and efficient services during the last two years.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL INSTITUTION TREASURY. 
(From July 1, 1904, to June 30, 1906.) 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


BreTHren:—I have the pleasure of herewith submitting to your 
honorable body my tenth biennial report which begins July 1, 1904 and 
ends with June 30, 1906. 

The past two years have been the best the General Institution 
Treasury has experienced in the way of collections for the institutions . 
for any similar period during the past 20 years, especially when you 
consider that no special or extraordinary efforts have been made. There 
was a steady and healthy increase. According to the financial statement 
the collections for the past two years have been $62,711.56, being 
$6,558.82 greater than the two previous years. . 


The Present Standing of Debt. 


The debt two years ago was $63,058.28; including $500.00 of the 
Baughman Fund loaned to the Book Concern. The debt July 1, 1906 
was $60,438.00, making a deduction of $2,600.00. Since this report was 
written $1,600.00 more was paid on this debt and the same amount will 
be paid during August. This is a good showing, and by practicing strict. 
economy the debt can again be considerably reduced the coming two 
years. 

German Professorship Fund. 

Pursuant to the resolution of Synod $1,347.00 have been added to 

this fund during the past two years, which now makes the fund $3,215.00. 


Baughman Fund. 


This fund through the liberality of Rev. and Mrs. G. Baughman 
has again been increased $2,000.00 making the same $27,000.00. After 
this report was written Father Baughman notified the Treasurer that 
he would add another $1,000.00, making the total sum $28,000.00. This 
generous act on the part of Father Baughman and his estimable wife is 
surely worthy of notice by Synod. 


Conclusion. 


In concluding, I desire to express my thanks to President Schuette, 
and to the various officers of Synod, for many kindnesses shown me in 
conducting the affairs of this office, and to Synod for the confidence 
reposed in me for so many years.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE : 


1. Inasmuch as the salaries paid by Synod to its professors 
are entirely disproportionate to their position and the cost of 
living at the present day, we recommend — 

a. A general increase of salary. Our suggestion is that the 
minimum salary of a college professor be fixed at $1,000, that 
after five years an increase of $100 be granted, and after five 
the maximum salary of a college professor ; 

b. That the minimum salary of a theological professor be 
fixed at $1,200, that the incumbent of a theological chair be en- 
titled to an increase of salary amounting to one hundred dollars 
after each five years, until the maximum of $1,500 shall have 


been attained; . 


c. That the teachers at Proseminaries and those at our Nor- 
mal School shall rank as College professors while the head of the 
Normal School shall be entitled to the same pay as a professor 
of Theology; 

d. Nothing in this report is to be construed’ as a propo- 
sition on the part of this committee to limit the salary of a col- 
lege president to that of an ordinary professor. 

2. We express gratification at the showing made by our 
General Treasurer and no less at that of our General President, 
in as far as his office has a bearing upon the financial status of 


- Synod. With $261,485 being paid in or pledged for endowments 


and scholarships, largely through the instrumentality of the man 
who for twelve years has acceptably presided over the activities 
of our body, we suggest, that, in view of the satisfactory progress 
of our finances, irrespective of the other pre-eminent qualifica- 
tions of Dr. Schuette for the General Presidency, Synod would 
stand in its own light, did it fail to exert all means at its disposal 
to re-elect the present incumbent, and to bear down his sagan 
to the Synod’s wishes in the premises. 

3. We desire to make special mention of the high degree 
of devotion on the part of Bro. Baughman and his wife who 
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have given to Synod to date the sum of $28,000 for the endow- 
ment of a theological chair, and three scholarships, and contem- 
plate i increasing this sum. We suggest that Synod give expres- 
sion to its appreciation of such loyalty by a vote of thanks. 

4. Since, owing to an unfavorable combination of circum- 
stances the debts specified in the report of the Mission Board 
on pages 56 and 57 can not be collected, we ‘propose that ‘they 
be stricken from the ledger. 


5. Upon the request of the Board of the Luther Seminary . 


at St. Paul, Minn., we propose that the $300, which to the 


present has been paid by the Home Mission Board to Prof. H. 


K. G. Doermann, from this forward be paid out of the General 
Treasury. 
6. With respect to our Home for the Aged at Mars, Pa., 


we point out a financial irregularity. This institution has been | 


permitted to receive direct contributions regardless of the usual 
channels provided by Synod for the collection and disbursement 
of funds. We recommend that henceforth all offerings for the 
Home at Mars go through the hands of the General Treasurer 
and that an appropriation of $1,800 be granted. 


7. Inasmuch as the several districts of Synod have grown 


in an unequal ratio since the apportionment obtaining at present 
went into effect, we recommend a readjustment of apportionment 
for the Synodical Treasury. We propose the appointment of 
Mr. Nagel and Dr. Schuette for this purpose, this committee to 
be directed to use its judgment with reference to the request of 
the Texas District for reduction of its quota. 

8. Your committee finds that no rules have been estab- 
lished for the guidance of the Board of Administration. We 
recommend the adoption by Synod of the appended rules for 
the guidance of said board for the next two years, when they 
may be adopted as permanent constitution. 


BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION. 


The following constitutional provisions for the government of this 
Board were placed before Synod :— 
Sec. 1. The Object of this Board shall be to hold in charge all 
properties, both personal and real, placed in trust with the Evangelical 
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other departments of its work. 


Sec. 2. Its Membership shall be composed of the President of 
Joint Synod, ex-officio, and of four persons appointed or elected by 
said Synod. To this may be added two or more advisory members. 
The term of office shall be four years, two members to be chosen at the 
regular sessions of Synod. 


‘Sec. g. The Organisation of the Board shall be effected by the 


election of a chairman, a secretary, and a treasurer, the term of office 
to be two years. The officers named shall constitute the executive com- 


_ mittee of the Board; and, upon direction of the Board, execute all legal 


-documents. 

Sec. 4. The Powers and Duties of this Board shall be: to make 
safe and profitable investments of all funds entrusted to it, to distribute 
the interest derived from such investments as also the rents from real 
estate, among the treasuries of Synod in accordance with the purpose 
“stipulated respectively by the donors of the properties handled. To this 
end this Board shall be, and is herewith authorized by the Synod afore- 
said to acquire and to dispose of realty, to effect loans, buy and sell 
‘notes, bonds and stocks, and thus be vested with full authority to 
manage all assets at its disposal to the best possible advantage. 

Sec. 5. Financially liable for any losses that may occur, this Board 
shall not be held except in casés of inexcusable elessness or for actions 
of bad faith. 

Sec. 6. The Books of this Board shall be open for inspection to 
any member of Synod, clerical or lay, at all times. 

Sec. 7. Meetings shall be held at least twice a year, and as often 
more as the business of the Board may require. The chairman or any 
two members shall have authority to call for extra sessions. 

Sec. 8. The Expenses necessarily incurred by the members of the 
Board, such as mileage, Ge of 
the funds in hand. 

Sec. 9. Reports by the Board shall be submitted to Synod at every 


regular session of the latter Body. >

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A. PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. With our honorable president we thank God that our 
cherished Synod has steadily pressed forward to a clear Luth- 
eran consciousness and more and more firmly intrenched itself 
in this position. Let us, however, in these days of thanksgiving 
and joy not be wanting in resoluteness of purpose to preserve 
inviolate the precious heritage bequeathed to us by our fathers. 
In doing this we must not forget those whose struggles achieved 
these treasures for us. And as our werthy President has directed 
especial attention to his theological preceptor, the sainted Prof. 
Rev. W. F. Lehmann, it certainly is very desirable that one of 
his former pupils should propose a suitable biography of him. 
Let mention also be made of such among the many faithful 
laborers, who with him, and since his day, have devoted their 

abilities and strength to the service of Synod. 
| 2. We agree with our worthy president that every higher 
and lower school must rest on the firm ground of the divine Word 
to fulfill its proper mission, and this we as Synod must hold fast 
if we would grow and prosper. 

3. Hence we at this juncture express our joy at the reopen- 
ing of our Normal School at Woodville, that men may be trained 
to preside over our parochial schools. May the consciousness 
more and more dawn on the conviction of our congregations, that 
parochial schools are a necessity for the permanence of our con- 
gregations as well as of Synod. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Item A 1 was adopted and Dr. E. Cronenwett was appointed 
to write a series of articles in the Standard on the Life and Labors 
of Prof. W. F. Lehmann and Rev. A. W. Werder in the Kirch- 
enzeitung.

WESTERN DISTRICT. 


To the Honorable, the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and 
Other States: 


1. FROM THE MINUTES oF 1905: 


2. We recognize that our theological seminary at Columbus, Ohio, 
is not supplied with a sufficient teaching force in order to offer our 
students a systematic training, such as is desired, since our four theo- 
logical professors are also compelled to instruct in the college. We 
therefore propose that Joint Synod be requested to discuss (a) whether 
it is not perhaps advisable so to change the office of our general president 
as to enable him at the same time to be a professor in our seminary. 

(b) That the office of president and house-father of Capital Uni- 
versity be divided and the offices thus resulting be entrusted to two differ- 
ent men. 

3. We share the conviction of the president that the salaries of 
our professors are insufficient and, therefore, ‘request Joint Synod to. 
thoroughly consider the salary question in as far as it pertains to our 
professors, and to make a new adjustment of the same. 

4. We ask if it would not be advisable (a) for the general treas- 
urer to explain somewhat more clearly and fully, in connection with his. 
report, the general standing of the synodical treasury, also (b) that the 
President of Joint Synod do the same in connection with his report. 

Both these questions were answered in the affirmative by the District. 

It was further resolved that the synodical year of this district begin 
with the first of July, and that Joint Synod be requested to determine 
common synodical year for all the districts. 

4. We again move that Joint Synod be asked to change the time 
of meeting for our district so that it will take place either before or 
after harvest time. Our reason for this is, first, that 12 congregations. 
who sent no delegates gave as their excuse the impossibility to get a 
delegate at this time of the year; secondly, because several petitions. 
have been received requesting a change of time. 


U. FROM THE MINUTES oF 1906: 


We agree with the positior which the president takes with reference 
to the revised English translation of the text of Luther’s Catechism as it 
appeared in the Lutheran Standard. 
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We realize with the president the necessity of the erection of acad- 
emies in the two districts mentioned (Washington and Kansas-Nebraska) , 
and recommend that Joint Synod earnestly consider the same.
